ANNUAL REPORT - 1970 


Madam Chairman, Madam and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report on the health of the 
district for the year ended December 31st 1970. 


The population of the district as estimated by the Registrar General 
decreased from 3,920 at mid year 1969 to 3,890 at mid year 1970. There 
were 54 live-births of which 4 (7%) were illegitimate. The adjusted birth- 
rate was 15.3 per thousand population which is slightly below the 
corresponding rate of 16.0 for England and Wales. There were 2 still- 
births and because of the small number of births in the district this 
produces a very high still-birth rate of 36.0 per thousand live and still- 
births. 


There were 55 deaths at all ages and the adjusted death-rate was 14.4 
per thousand population which is considerably higher than the rate of ll./7 
for England and Wales. There were 2 infant deaths giving an infantile 
mortality rate of 37.0 per thousand live-births. The infantile mortality 
rate is liable to fluctuate considerably from year to year because of the 
small number of births in the district. 


There were 4 deaths from lung cancer compared with none in 1969 and 2 
in 1968. There were 17 deaths from ischaemic heart disease, in 1969 there 
were 8 and 11 in 1968. 


There was no serious outbreak of infectious diseases during the year, 
but there was a considerable increase in measles cases and also an 
increase in cases of scarlet fever. 


There were no notifications of tuberculosis as was also the case in 


1969. 


The Consultative Document setting out the Government's views on 
National Health Service Reorganisation was recently published. The 
intention is to do away with the existing tripartite administration and to 
substitute a unified two-tier administration with a strong upper regional 
tier to plan the National Health Service in the region and to allocate 
resources to the second tier authorities, the area health authorities. The 
latter will be responsible for planning, organising and administering 
comprehensive health services in their area which will match the area of 
the proposed new local authorities. The importance of good management at 
all levels is stressed and special studies are being arranged to report 
before the final proposals are made, 


The importance of strong links between the health services and the 
newly created Social Services Department which came into being on lst April 
1971, is also stressed in the Consultative Document. In Cheshire as from 
April lst 1971 the Social Services Department took over the functions of 
the former County Welfare and Children's Departments, together with certain 
of the county health services which have a mainly social content: these

included the domestic help service, day nurseries and mental welfare 
services. Figures relating to the domestic help service in the Council's 
ara@appear for the last time in this report. The County Health 

epartuent retains all the personal medical services for which it is 
responsible and these of course comprise far and away the greater 
proportion of the work load. There will, however, now be the opportunity 
for developing and expanding the health services. Greater attention can 
now be given to the epidemiology and prevention of a wide range of 
diseases. The planning and management of the proposed new health centres 
will occupy an increasing amount of time. 


The developmental assessment of young childre@m and the establishment 
of closer links with the school health service is a high priority. It is 
hoped to start in the immediate future a pilot scheme to investigate the 
value of geriatric screening examinations. The planning for the 
integration of the county health services with the general practitioner 
and hospital services envisaged in the near future by the Govemmment's 
Consultative Document will also occupy much time and thought. 


I should like to thank the Chairmm and Members of the Health 
Committee for their continued support and confidence and I should also 
like to thank the Council's Officers for their valuable help throughout 
the year.

GUNERAL PROVISION OF HWALTH SERVICHS IN THE AREA 


Laboratory Facilities are available at the Public Health Laboratory at 
Withington Hospital. 


The following services are provided by the Local Health Authority 
and administered by the North Hast Cheshire Divisional Health Committee. 


Ambulance Facilities. A 24 hour Ambulance Service is available, being 
provided by the Stockport Corporation and Derbyshire County Council on an 
agency basis. In addition, sitting case ambulances are available. 


Nursing in the Home. In the area there is one District Nurse who 
undertakes general nursing and one nidwife. 


Home Help Service. Home helps are available in cases of illness, 
confinement, old age, etc. Home helps have been employed during the year 
in the following cases in Disley.

Diphtheria Immunisation, Whooping Cough, Poliomyelitis & Measles Protection 


Special arrangements are made for immunisation to be performed at the 
end of each welfare session. In addition immunisation is carried out free 
of charge by general medical practitioners at their surgeries. An amual 
visit is made to the one primary school in the district for the purpose of 
giving diphtheria and poliomyelitis reinforcing doses. 


Chiropody Service. 


Financial help in obtaining chiropody treatment is given on medical 
recommendation to persons aged 65 years and over, persons registered as 
physically handicapped and expectant mothers. Treatment is given by a 
chiropodist chosen by the patient. 


Club for Physically Handicapped Persons. 


4 social club for physically handicapped persons meets every other week 
at Hazel Grove. Transport is provided in the majority of cases by members 
of the W.V.S. In addition a handicrafts section meets in alternate weeks.

Welfare Foods. 


Welfare foods are on sale at the Council Offices, Disley, on Thursdays 
and at the Child Welfare Centre on the lst and 3rd Tuesday afternoon 
every month, 


Services provided by the Rccional Hospital Board. 

Hospitals. There is no hospital within the Rural District, and patients 
from this area are admitted to hospitals in neighbouring districts. 
Maternity cases requiring hospital accommodation are also admitted to 
hospitals outside the area. Where necessary, infectious disease cases 
other than smallpox, are adnitted to the Stockport Isolation Hospital 
and Monsall Hospital. Facilities for smallpox cases are provided at 
Ainsworth Smallpox Hosnital, near Bury. 


Tuberculosis and Venereal Diseases. Special clinics for the diagnosis 
and treatnent of tuberculosis and venereal diseases are held at the Chest 
Clinic Stepping Hill Hospital and St. Thomas! Hospital, Flint Street, 
Stockport, respectively. 
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SECTION ¢ 
GENERAL SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES 


1. Water. The area is supplied by the Stockport and District Water Board. 
The Board consists of representatives of the Stockport County Borough 
Council, the Urban District Councils of Bredbury and Roniley, Marple, 

New Mills, Alderley Edge, Cheadle and Gatley, Hazel Grove and Bramhall, 
Whaley Bridge and Wilmslow and the Rural District Council of Disley ("the 
constituent councils") and the Cheshire County Council. 


Most of the houses in the Disley Rural District are connected to the 
mains but a few farms and isolated houses derive water from private supplies. 
The situation of these premises and the physical characteristics of the 
land render the cost of laying mains prohibitive and an almost impossible 
task. 


The water supplied to the district is chemically treated, filtered and 
chlorinated; it is subject to frequent bacteriological examinations and 
chemical analyses by the Board and has proved satisfactory in quality and 
quantity. Fluoridation is not carried out. The central and lower areas 
of the district are supplied from Kinder Reservoir and the higher parts of 
the district from the Goyt Valley High Level supply. 


Sixteen samples of water drawn from house taps were submitted to the 
Public Health Laboratory, Withington Hospital, for bacteriological 
examination and these were reported as satisfactory. Routine sampling was 
regularly undertaken on a private but chlorinated supply to a residential 
hotel and the results were also satisfactory. 


The Engineer and Manager of the Stockport and District Water Board 
has reported on the supply of water to the Disley Rural area as follows:-

Private Water Supplies 


Hight samples from private water supplies were taken during the year 
and submitted for bacteriological analyses and all the results were 
satisfactory. 


The filtration and chlorination plant in connection with the private 
water supply to a residential hotel was satisfactorily naintained and 
routine sampling showed the water to be of satisfactory quality. 

2. Drainage and Sewerare 


The greater part of the district is sewered and two sewage disposal 
works are owned and administered by the Council. The Waterside sewage 
disposal works deals with the majority of the sewage from the district 
and the final effluent discharges into the River Goyt. The Coppice sewage 
disposal works deals with a limited amount of sewage from properties in 
the western part of the district and the final treated effluent discharges 
into the Bollinghurst Brook. 


Nearly all properties within the district are connected to the main 
sewerage system, the exceptions being properties where the situation and 
physical characteristics of the land render it impracticable for a 
connection to be made, 


The nineteen new houses completed during the year were all connected 
up with drainage to the Council's drainage systen. 


When it is necessary for cesspools or septic tanks within the area to 


be emptied, arrangenents are made for the hiring of a cesspool emptying 
nachine from a neighbouring authority,

Drainage and Sewerage (cont'd) 


The Council's sewage disposal works at Waterside and Coppice are 
regarded as inadequate to cope effectively with the amounts of sewage 
discharged thereto and difficulty is experienced in acheiving satisfactory 
treatment. The Council had engaged consultant engineers to submit a 
report on the general feasability of a joint sewerage and sewage treatucmt 
scheme for the Disley Rural area and the New Mills Urban area, and the 
resultant report indicated that the most practical and suitable scheme 
would be based on an extension of the New Mills Sewage Treatment Works at 
Mouseley Bottom, New Mills with the conveyance of sewage from the Disley 
area for treatment at such works. Accordingly it was agreed in principle 
with the New Mills U.D.C. that a scheme be prepared to cater for the joint 
treatment and disposal at this extended and reconstructed works.

4. Public Conveniences 


The Council owns one building near Ram Square, Disley, which contains 
sanitary conveniences for both sexes. Cleansing of the premises is carried 
out each day by a part-time Officer. Coin operated locks were fitted to 
the doors of the W.Cs. but owing to the persistent damage caused to these 
locks and the approach of coin decimalisation which would involve new 
mechanism, towards the latter part of the year under review the locks were 
removed and not replaced so that free admittance to the W.Cs. was provided. 
Difficulty was again experienced in maintaining the public conveniences in 
a satisfactory condition due to disfiguration and wanton damage by vandals. 


5. Refuse Collection and Disposal 


The refuse collection in the areavas carried out by direct labour 
using a dual tip diesel Karrier Bantam refuse collection vehicle of 
12 cu.yds. capacity with rear loading. The refuse collection tean 
comprised a loader/driver and two loaders and an incentive bonus schene 
was operated. <A target was fixed at 1,000 bins to be collected by the tean, 
during a basic period of 126 man hours, and 23d. per bin was the incentive 
bonus paid in respect of all bins collected in excess of the target figure, 
which varied pro rata with the number of hours actually spent on refuse 
collection. 


The frequency of the refuse collection service was not as satisfactory 
as desired and further consideration was given to recommendations to improve 
the service. With this end in view an order was placed for the purchase 
of a 14/35 cu.eyd. continuous loading refuse collection vehicle. 


The number of bins enptied during each collection round was around 2,0/9.

Refuse Collection and Disposal (cont'd) 
A weekly collection of trade refuse is carried out by the Council. 


At the beginning part of the year under review, the refuse was disposed 
of by tipping on the Council's refuse tip at Lower Greenshall Lane, Disley 
but as the tipping space was almost exhausted an arrangencnt was 
negotiated with Marple U.D.C. for tipping to be undertaken on the Marple 
U.D.C's refuse tip at Widdlewood where a properly controlled tipping systen 
is in operation, 


The Council discontinued tipping operations on its tip at Greenshall 
Lane in March 1970 and arrangements were made for the final levelling off 
and scaling over to leave the area in a satisfactory condition. The 
Council commenced the tipping of refuse on the Marple U.D.C's tip at 
Middlewood in April 1970 at a charge calculated by relating the tonnage 
of refuse tipped by the Council with the tonnage tipped by Marple U.D.C. 
the apportionment of disposal costs being made on a pro-rata basis. 


The Council is a member of the Stockport Group (No.15) consortium 
forned to discuss possible joint action on refuse disposal and has 
participated in discussions by the Joint Working Party on refuse disposal. 


A Local Government Operational Research Unit has been making a study 
and has submitted a report on refuse disposal proposals for the area. 


6. Rodent Control 


The services of a Rodent Operator are shared with a neighbouring 
Local Avthority and the Rodent Operator is employed in this district on 
five mornings in alternative weeks. Regular inspections and treatments 
of the Council's sewage disposal works and refuse tip have been carried 
out and surveys were made for the detection and eradication of rodents 
throughout the rural district.
